SHOT BY DOWELL 

Shootinjf Occurred Saturday Af- 
ternoon-Hail Died Quickly. 
Dowell In Jail. 

WAS HIS SON-IN-LAW 



Hardinsburg, Aug. 18. — (Special)- 
At about four o'clock on last Saturday- 
afternoon Mart Dowell shot his son-in- 
law, Jess Hall, who soon died from the 
effects of the shot. The shooting oc- 
curred in about 50 feet of Dowell's 
house with no one near except Dowell's 
son. As soon as the shot was fired 
Dowell left for Hardinsburg, meeting 
near town Sheriff Milt Miller and Cor- 
oner Lee Bishop, who had started to 
the scene of the trouble. Dowell at 
once gave himself up and was brought 
-to Hardinsburg and placed in Jail. His 
examining trial was set for Thursday of 
this week. Mr. Dowell's son gave the 
alarm and soon thereafter Win, Howard 
a neighbor, found Hall with life extinct. 

Dowell and Hall lived close together, 
and on sinking creek within two miles 
of Clifton Mills. Hall had been mar- 
ried to Dowell's daughter for about one 
year. His home before marriage was 
at Olaton in Ohio county.

THE LAW WILL BE ENFORCED 



At a recent meeting of the School 



September 14th. , be the date of open- 
ing school this year. 

The Board unamiously voted to 
strictly enforce the Compulsory School 
Law. Section 4521 A of this law pro- 
vides — "That every parent, guardian or 
ather persons in the State of Kentucky, 
having the control of any child or 
children between the ages of seven and 



send such child or children, annually at 
least eight weeks of which attendance 
shall be consecutive to some public or 
private day or night school for children. 1 ' 
The penalty for failing to comply 
ith this law is forfeitive to the school 
district by the parent, a sum not leas 
than five nor more than twenty dollars 
for the first offense nor less than tea 
nor more than fifty dollars for the 
second and subsequent offenses. 

The Board is determined that every 
patron in the district shall comply with 
this law, and hope they will not be re- 
quired to prosecute any one for neglect 
do that which they should do without 
the intervention of the law.

Hints for Stock Owners. 



It is sometimes hard to make good 
butter iu the dog days but it is less 
difficult when all the rank and bitter 
„ weeds have been cut in the pasture, be- 
S fore the cows have had a chance to eat 
them. 

This is the dry month when streams 
and springs lessen and sometimes t'ai' 
altogether. If dependence is had upon 
water-holes, see to it that the stock are 
not allowed to tramp in them, and on 
no account allow them to drink from 
foul pools. 

Now is the time to select the young 
breeding stock. 

See that all the hogs have plenty of 
fresh, clean water to drink, especially 
during the hot. dry days. 

It costs about f 10 to keep a breeding 
sow a year. If she gives you two litters, 
of eight pigs each year there should be 
a clear profit of at least J20 from he r 
and you have your sow left in the 
bargain. 

Stringy or ropy milk is caused very 
often by drinking stagnant water. 

Keep the stable aud the yards clean, 
so that flies and insects will have no 
breeding places. 

Keep the milking stable darkened 
and screened, aud spray the cows every 
day. It will pay in dollars and cents 

Try to arrange to give each horse 
the farm a three weeks vacation on 
grass. 

• After a day's work, clean the work 
horses thoroughly, wash their legs from 
the knees down and rub dry. 

Never dose> healthy horse. Al 
needs is good care and good feed. The 
good care includes, of course, regulai 
exercise. It is just as bad for a hor»e tt 
be all the time taking medicine as it is 
for a man. Do not do it. 



If the horse flags, and his legs be- 
come unsteady, unhitch at once, put 
cold water on his head and on the back 
of his neck and rub with coarse cloths. 
If near a drugstore inject forty or more 
grains of quinine. Sponge his mouth 
with cold water.- From August Farm 
Journal.

Ceylon White Ant. and Their Numer- 
oua Natural Enamiaa. 

It la estimated that two-thirds of the 
Island of Ceylon Is undermined by 
whlu#ants. The uumber of these In- 
aecta la certainly quite Incalculable, but 
It la fortunate that their natural ene- 
mies are almost aa numerous. 

The workers are preyed upon by true 
ants and many other insects; by api- 
ders. lizards and centlpeda; by rats, 
mice and palm squirrels. But it Is 
the adult winged Insects that are espe- 
cially victimized. It is probable that 
•carcely 1 per cent of the mature lu- 
•eets survive the dangers of the pe- 
riodic fights. 

They run the gantlet of nearly ev- 
ery other animal. Birds, beta, squir- 
rels, rats, toads and lizards all flock 
to the feast. Doga and cats eat the 
winged ants with avidity. 

"Even man himself does not disdain 
to participate," saya E. E. Green. "The 
Tamil cooly looks upon a mess of 
fried termites as a great dainty, and 1 
have several European acquaintances 
who consider that termites on toast 
form a dish worthy of mora general 
Inclusion in the menu. They are aald

Log Drag.

Finest Work Done When the Soil Is 
Mo.it, Not Sticky— Clay Highway 
Dragging Needs Special Attention. 
Eccnomy of the Device.

Pwdi once each day after each heavy 
rain. In boom cases, bawever, one 
draRKliiR every three or four week* 
has been found sufficient to keep a 
road in Rood condition. 

When the soil Is moist hot not sticky 
the drag does Its liest work, says a bul- 
letin from the government odea of 
public roads. As the soil in a Held will 
bake if plowed wet, so the road will 
bake if the. drag Is used on It when It 
Is tret. If the roadway Is full of holes 
or l4dly rutted, the drug should lie 
iis^Tl once when the ground Is soft 
MM) slushy This is particularly ap- 
plicable before a cold bih>11 in winter, 
when it is iHisslble to so prepare the 
surface that It will freeze smooth. 

Not Infrequently conditions are met 
which may be overcome by a slight 
change in the manner of bitching 
Shortening the chain tends to lift the 
front slab and make the cutting slight, 
while a longer hitch causes the front 
to sink more deeply into the earth and 
act on the principle of a plow. 

If a furrow of earth is to be moved, 
the doubletree should be attached 
close to the ditch end of the drag, and 
the driver should stand with one foot 
on the extreme forward end of the 
front slab. 

Conditions are so varied in dlff-rent 
localities, however, that it is quite 
Impossible to lay down specific rules. 
Certain sections of a roadway will re- 
quire more attention than others be- 
cause of steep grades, wet weather 
springs, soil conditions, exposure to 
sun and wind washes, etc. There is 
one condition, however, in which spe- 
cial attention should be given. Clay 
ronds under persistent dragging fre 
quently become too high in the center. 
This may lie corrected by dragging the 
earth toward the center of the road 
twice and away from it once. 

There Is no question as to the econo- 
my of this roadmaking implement, 

six counties In Kansas In 1906 the cost 
of maintaining ordinary earth roads, 
without the aid of the split log drag, 
averaged $42.00 a mile. These ftgures 
were furnished by Professor W. C. 
Hoad of the University of Kansas, 
who secured them from official records 
of the counties. 

Some ngures furnished by F. P. San- 
born and It II. Alshton, general man- 
ager of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad, have revealed the wonders 
of this simple device. Mr. Sanborn

,t*e M'ateat a little over $ti and the 
age expense per mile for five and 
ilf miles a little over *3. I have 
lived along this road all my life, and 
never in forty years have I seen it 
freer from mud and dust, despite tbf 
fact that durlug the season we have 
Bcpertencad the extremes of weather 
conditions." 

The testimony of Mr. Aishton is 
equally strong. Learning that a town- 
ship in Iowu had been making au In- 
vestigation of the spilt log drag and 
had been experimenting with it for a 
year on twenty-eight miles of high- 
way, he sent au agent to secure Infor- 
mation. It was reported ttmt. al- 
though the town board bad paid the 
cost of making the drags and of hir- 
ing men to operate them, the total 
expeuse for one year averaged but 
|2.40 a mile, and the roads were re- 
ported to have been "like a race track" 
the greater portion of the year.

To be available all the constituents of 
that food must be burned, producing 
heat and power. For that burning the 
oxygen of the air is essential. Equally 
true Is It that nitrogen must be pres- 
ent to prevent the rapid combustion 
which would take place in oxygen 
alone, nut. whether the combustion 
be fast or slow, the action is the same. 
The body burns the carbon nnd hy- 
drogen of Its food and gives out the 
oxides of these substances, carbon 
dioxide (carbon ncld gas) and hydrogen 
oxide (waten The water that is 
formed within the body by the burn- 
ing of hydrogen Is of comparatively 
slight importance In n consideration < f 
the vital questions of the effect of city 
air upon the individual, but the other 
factor, the carbon dioxide formed In 
the body, is of direct Importance.— 
Hollls Godfrey in Atlantic.
